Extract of a Sermon of the Ree. 
Perer Witisams, preached in St. 
Philip’s Church, New-York, Sept. 
19, 1830, on the Death of the 
Right Rev. Bishop Hosast. 


In speaking of his character, I would 
not use any extravagant language, nor 
would I even dare to speak my senti- 
ments fully ; lest a charge of extrava- 
gance should be preferred against me, 
by those whose oppertunities of be- 
coming acquainted with him were less 
than my own; but I fear not to say, 
that few men, of any age, have la- 
boured so faithfully in the cause of 
Christ and his Church as Bishop Ho- 
bart. 

With superior powers of mind, he 
was the greatest model of industry I 
ever knew, and all his energies were 
devoted to the interests of religion. An 
excellent scholar, a sound Churchman, 
a zealous Christian, and an eloquent 
divine, he never spared himself in the 
discharge of any duty which became 
him asa bishop of the Church. His 
labours were such, that it has always 
been a matter of surprise how he, or 
any individual, could have performed 
them; and these were unremitted to 
the period when God called him from 
time to eternity. The messenge 
was despatched to bring him ‘to 
his account, found him stly « 
gaged in the work of the Lord. “As 
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a faithful and wise steward, whom his 
Lord had made ruler over his house- 
hold,” he was not found employed in 
the pursuits of pleasure, nor wasting 
his time in inglorious ease, but in the 
diligent discharge of the arduous duties 
of his office. “Blessed is that servant, 
whom his Lord, when he cometh, shalt 
find so doing.” 

As a faithful soldier of the cross, he 
died on the field, fighting under the 
“Banner of the cross. Like the apostles 
of old, he was travelling from place to 

lace, “ confirming the churches, ex- 
Lorting them to continue steadfast in 
the faith, ordaining ministers in every 
city, and using every possible means 
for the enlargement and establishment 
of the Redeemer’s kingdom, when he 
was arrested with the disorder which 
terminated his useful life. Oh! his 
was the career of an able, zealous, and 
faithful minister of the Gospel; and 
his end was such, as leaves no manner 
of doubt that he went from labour to 
reward. 

It is not necessary that I should 
dwell at length upon the particulars of 
his death, because they have been pub- 
lished. Suffice it to say, that though 
his disorder was very distressing, he 
evinced, throughout his illness, all that 
pious. resigaation, that holy fortitude, 
and that humble but lively confidence 
in the merits and mercies of the Sa- 
viour, which is looked for in the death 
of an enlightened and true Christian. 
The call was sudden, and he was un- 
der the peculiarly trying circumstances 
of absence from his beloved family ; 
yet, from first to last, his language was, 
“ Gop’s WILL BE DONE.” 

But it should be my principal busi- 
ness to speak of Bishop Hobart as the 
friend of this church.* In the estab- 
lishment and support of this church 
we have had many friends, some of 
whom, as our venerated prelate, have 
gone for ever from the earth. While 
life lasts, 1 hope J shall ever feel grate- 
ful towards all who helped in this 
work. The names of many of those 
persons-are deeply engraven on the 
‘tablets of my heart, and I cannot but

Tuis right reverend prelate 
pious servant of God expired. at 
parsonage house of St. Petet’s church, 
in this village, the residence of his 
friend, the writer of this article, at 
four o’clock on Sunday morning, Sept. 
12, 1830, being, it is believed, about 
56 years of age.* 

The following article is not designed 
to draw the character of this distine® 
guished ornament and defender of the 
Christian cause; in it there will be no 
attempt made to delineate the features 
of that noble and energetic mind, nor 
will it be employed in ordinary obitu- 
ary reflections. 

The writer is under the impression 

that the public, especially that portion 
of it which is attached to the Episcopal 
Church, will be impatient to have bes 
fore them the particulars of the last 
days of this extensively known and ar- 
dently beloved individual. Under the 
pressure of no common emotions, he 
deems it his duty to employ the first 
moments he has, after having finished 
his attentions to the body of the friend 
of nearly thirty years, in giving the 
afflicted members of the Church, and 
the weeping relatives and personal 
friends of the deceased, such particur 
lars as cannot well be expected from 
another, and which a sense of painful 
responsibility impels him not to delay, 
Should the task be found imperfectly 
performed, let my apology be read in 
that oppressive weight of feeling which 
cannot be removed till time has recon- 
ciled me to the prevailing stillness and 
gloom of a dwelling visited by death, 
to the absence of assiduous physicians, 
the retiring of anxious attendants and 
inquiring friends.

He ate little at dinner, and’ 


shortly after retired to his room, where 
he slept some time: At tea he ate no- 
thing; and soon after returned to his 
room, where he bathed his feet in 
warm water and went to bed. On 
entering his room as he was dressing 
himself, to hand him some letters, J 
found he complained still more of be- 
ing unwell. He was urged to abandon 
the idea of meeting his appointments 
for the two next days, and take some 
active medicine. To this measure he 
expressed great reluctance, though it 
was repeatedly pressed upon him by 
different members of the family. The 
Rev. Mr. Hollister, of Skaneateles, 
called about 12 o’clock noon, with a 
conveyance to take the bishop to Pom- 
pey, where there was a church to be 
consecrated the fullowing day. About 
half an hour bef. re this, Dr. Morgan, 
of this vil.age, called to pay his re- 
Spects. On discovering the bishop’s 
evident tendency to indisposition, he 
seconded the remonstrance of the 
writer, against proceeding on his tour 
of duty. The bishop yielded to his 
advice, and the doctor went to his 
office to prepare some medicine, which 
he Kindly offered to administer himself, 
and proposed to remain till the opera- 
tion was over, ‘This he did. 

“it may be interesting to some, to be 
informed of a coincidence which will 
be here stated. On the 9th of Septem- 
ber,'1826, the writer having been but 
a few weeks a resident of this place, 
Bishop Hobart held confirmation in 
the’ churchthere. ‘Towards evening of 
that day he was taken suddenly ill 
while’alone in his room 3a young man, 
who has attended him in his last illness, 


Dr. Rudd's Account of the last Wness 
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being in an adjoining apartment, hea} 
him fall; the writer was alarmed, and 
ran to his assistance, and found higx 
lying on his face, faint, and somewhag 
convulsed. Orders were instantly given 
to calla physician, and Dr. Morgan, 
then an entire stranger to all 
was providentially found in the street, 
and in a few minutes was with the 
bishop. By a timely prescription ay 
careful attention the threatened il 
passed over, and the next day 
our prelate consecrating a church 
Moravia, nearly twenty miles fi ‘ 
place. Whenever the bishop has 
sequently made any stay in this vi 
the doctor has called upon him, 
bishop was from the first much pleased 
with this gentleman, and, as will 
seen, grew fond of him, and place 
the utmost confidence in him to the 
last. We now return to the narrative, 
The medicine given, as above stated, 
took a happy effect; and the prospect 
was, that, after a few hours of repose 
and some further medicine, the bishop 
would be relieved. He rested wellfor 
the greater part of the night of Friday 
the 3d; and though, during most'of 
the following day, Saturday the 
he suffered considerably, he found him 
self much better and more comfortable 


on Sunday the Sth, and it was 
posed that he would be soon w 
relieved. It was evident, howew 
that, under the most favourable 

cumstances, he could not in safety a 
tend to his appointments for the two 
following weeks. During the middle”

expressing the opinion of the bishop 
himseff that he was convalescent; but 
as he concluded that he should not 
have sufficient strength to perform the 
duties of his visitation appointments, 
it would be adviseable for him to retara 
home as soon as he should be able fo 
travel, and he wished his son to come 
on, for the purpose of attending him on 
the way. 

On Monday the Gth, the editor of 
the Gospel Messenger suggested to the 
bishop the propriety of issuing, im the

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this paper.. In that extra, which was 
fead to the bishop, he requested the 
sheration of the original expression of 
the writer, and substituted for it, “ his 
disease is now yielding to judicious 
t.”

‘His introduction into the room of his 
Wwenerated father produced emotions 
better imagined than described, and 
which will not be soon forgotten by 
those present. The bishop was in full 
possession of his powers of mind and 
voice. The inquiries he made after 
his family, the pious counsels he ad- 
dressed to his child, the fervour of his 
religious feelings, the ardour of his 
affectionate language, produced for a 
fime a most thrilling and overwhelm- 
ing effect. Painfully interesting as this 
interview was, it was truly gratifying 
to those who had hitherto surrounded 
the bishop’s bed, that Dr. Hobart could 
o from his father’s mouth, not only 
last admonitions and affectionate 
Mtreaties to make the Saviour of his 
Soul the supreme object of his love, 
fut that he might have from it an as- 
Burance that the father had the fullest 









. @onfidence in what his physicians had 


done for him. This sentiment was 
very frequently expressed during the 
thole of his sickness. Though he had 
the advantage of the counsel of several 
of the must distinguished and able me- 
dical gentlemen from other villages, 
and though he was very much grati- 
fied by their visits, and still more by 
their untiring attention, he aever failed 
Ao assure both them and his attending 
physician, that he had the most.entire 
eonfidence in the latter. To him he 
‘often addressed the most grateful, pious, 
and tender remarks. Again and again 
he would say, “ My dear Doctor, give 
‘me your hand, it soothes me; you 
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have been v.ry kind. and faithful so 
me; you have been most judicious in 
your treatment of me; you will mot 
lose your reward; for whether. I lige 
or die, you have done your duty, Gar 
will bless you; my Saviour will bless’ 
you.” To his other attendants he 
continually addressing the most ws 
acknowledgments,imploringupon thém 
the richest blessings, On receiving the 
slightest.refreshment or relief, his first 
expression was, “ God be praised,” 
and then he would tenderly and re- 
peatedly thank the immediate agent, 
Time will not permit any thing ‘like a 
narrative of his conversations and re- 
marks to .those.ia his room. Through- 
out his sickness, none were admitted 
who were not necessary to his comfort, 
Though Bishop Hobart did not con- 
sider himself alarmingly ill till the lat- 
ter part of his sickness, still he fre- 
quently observed, even .in the earlier 
part of it, that it was the third attack 
of the kind; and one such, he had no 
doubt, “ would some day be his end,”” 
“ Perhaps,” said he, “this may be 
that one: if so, God’s will be done, 
O pray for me, that J may not only 
say this, but feel it—feel it as a sin- 
ner; for, bear me witness, I have no 
merit of my own; as a guilty sinner 
would I go to my Saviour, casting, al} 
my reliance on him—the atonement of 
his blood. He is my only dependence 
—my Redeemer, my Sanctifier, my 
God, my Judge.” Such was the te- 
nour of much of his conversation ; 
it is most earnestly wished that 
writer had the ability as well as time 
to record, in the glowing of 
the departed prelate, the evidence he 
gave of deep humility, of lively faith, 
of animating hepe-of the joys of heaven. 
On Sunday the 5th, he requested the 
writer to perform in his room the of- 
fice of visitation of.the sick, in which, 
with his Prayer Book lying on his bed 
before him, he joined with that de- * 
lightfal fervour for which his manner 
has been so often admired. Frequently, 
through the day and the night, he w 
request either the writer, or the reve- 
rend.brother who was with him all the 
time from Tuesday P. M, ll he died, . 
to use some short prayer. ‘Thisiprac- 
tice was continued till he became top 
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raach exhausted to be benefitted by it. 
He often asked for some portion of 
Andrews’ Litany to be read. 
his own repetition of them there was 

a thrilling effect upon those present. 

On Saturday morning the indiea- 
tions were so wholly discouraging that 
his physicians advised that he should 
be informed that they considered him 
in a very dangerous situation. Though 
the bishop had evidently regarded his 
case as very doubtful, he might not be 
aware that his time was so near out as 
it has proved to have been. 

The painful office of making the 
communication fell upon the writer, 
and it was suggested that if he had 
any thing to do or say there should be 
no delay, and allusion was made to his 
wishes as to the Lord’s supper. “ Oh 
yes,” said he, © the sacrament, the sa- 
erament; that is the last thing--that 
is all—let mehave it.” There was a 
firmaess and composure in his manner 


«as he uttered the words, “ Well, God’s 


will be done,” which moved every 
heart, and confirmed all present in the 
conviction that the pious affection of 
this ‘venerated and beloved bishop 
could not be shaken by the approaches 
of death, 

‘The sacrament was soon adminis- 
tered by the writer, and long will that 
solemn scene be remembered by all 
who beheld the transaction, as one of 
the most tender and moving character. 
When the person officiating came, in 
the confession, to the words, “ b 
thought, word, and deed,” the bishop 
stopped him and said, “ You know 
the Church expects us to pause over 
those words; pause now, repeating 
one of the words at a time, till I re- 
quest you to goon.” This was done, 
and the pauses in each case were so 
Jong, that a fear passed over our minds 
that he had lost his recollection, or 
fallen asleep. This, however, proved 
not to be so; he repeated each word, 
and after the third pause added, “ Pro- 
ceed, Twill interrupt you no more.” 
At-the proper place he requested to 
hear read the 93d hymn. As soon as 
the reading was ended, he sung clearly 
the second and third verses. 

From this time, which was about 
nine o’clock in the morning, there was 
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no very important change. “a 
the night he said very little, and 
about four hours before he ex 
was nearly, if not quite inse to 
what was passing around.

man for a nurse, and his untiring assie 
duity, made him a most important aid 
to the writer and his family 
those trying days. He was so sc 
able to the bishop, that he was un 
ing to have him a moment from bs 
room, except now and then he would 
command him to go and get some rest.

THE REV, THOMAS MILLS. 

Drzp in Charleston, South-Carolina, Sep- 
tember 19, 1830, in the 88th year of his 
the Kev. Tuomas Mitts, D. D., for- 
merly rector of St. Andrew’s parish. Dr. 
Mills was a native of angie and a gra- 
duate of the University of Oxford. He was 
erdained deacon by the bishop of London, 
December 18, 1768, and priest by the 
bishop of Exeter, August 11, 1771; and 
served for some time as curate at Miser- 
dine, Gloucestershire, where bis father 
was rector. During the American revo- 
lution, he gave offence to his friends, by 
favouring the cause of the colonies, and 
thereby destroyed all prospect of promo- 


» tion in his native land. After the peace, 


be found it adviseable to emigrate to this 
country. He arrived in Charleston in June, 
1786, and was soon after elected rector of 
St. Andrew’s parish, in which he con- 
tinved until the spring of 1816, when he 
removed with his family to Rocky-Mount, 
and there cultivated a farm. His health 
at length beginning to decline, he came 
down to Charleston in the spring, and 
ended his days in the place where he had 
first landed on the American shore.
